HURRICANE WARNINGS. 


Baiew. Adopt* * S«w 


For th* porpcse oi giving warning of 


tie approach of tropical hurricanes (and 
also of those extremely revere and dan- 
gerous storma which sometimes pas 
terra* tbe lake region aad north At- 
lantic coast), tbe weasbar bureau has 
adopted a special signal called tbe hur- 
ricane signal, consisting of two red flags 
with black centers displayed one above 
Vie other. 


This signal will be displayed at all 


weather bureau offices and wind signal 
display stations on tbe Atlantic and' 
golf coasts and the great lakes, and 
tho at numerous other points at sea and 
lake ports and along the coasts men- 
tioned. 
(No distinctive night signal 


•will bensed.) 


In a number of instances arrange- 


ments have bee}/ made -with steamship 
and steamboat/ines TO display this sig- 
nal on their vt/sels. Special efforts have 
been put forth to provide for the dis- 
semicatkm of these -warnings in sections 
beyond the reach of telegraphic com- 
munication, along the sooth Atlantic 
and golf coasts and the adjacent is- 
lands, and to this end arrangements have 
been made in many of tfaje sssst exposed 


thickly settled of these localities 


•whereby tugs, pilot boats, revenue cut- 
ters, or other steam vessels will pasa 
through the waters in the vicinity dis- 
playing the hurricane signal by day and 
firing rockets by night and blowing 
their whistles to attract attention there- 
to.

A LONG DEAD RACE. 


Interesting Discoveries 3Iade "by a Search 


Party In Ohio. 


The Ohio State university museum 


party, which for several weeks past has 
beea exploring the ancient mounds near 
West Onion, O., has been richly re- 
garded in the v/ay of archaeological re- 
mains. The, eastern part of Adams 
Bounty is particularly rich in remains 
of the work of the prehistoric people 
•who once dwelt there. 


In the way of earthworks three types 


of mounds are found—the fortified vil- 
age, the animal or effigy mound and 
he burial ground. A number of exca- 
vations have been made and more than 
30 complete skeletons, besides a large 
amount of ornaments, weapons and 
utensils, have been found. The character 
of the relics and the burials would indi- 
cate that the short head race found by 
Professor Putnam in the serpent mound 
excavation lived along Brush creek in 
villages of considerable size. 


It is the intention of the survey to 


continue the search and to render com- 
plete the university's collection of relics 
and data concerning these aboriginal 
Ohioans.

Glacial Period Held Responsible For 


Phenomenon DifCOTered Xn Ncwtt^lc* 
Saveria Rizzolo, a contractor who is 


making excavations for a sewer in 
Chester avenue, Newark, N. J. , notified 
the board of works than his men had 
discovered something of a geological 


About four feet below the surface the 


laborers struck a very hard substance. 
City Surveyor Adams made an investi- 
gation and found that it was a layer 
composed of sandstone pebbles bound 
firmly by a sort of crystallized silicate. 
The whole mass had the appearance of 
being a concrete bed that had teen laid 
and covered with four feet of earth after 
it had become firm.' The theory is ad- 
vanced that the substance, much of 
which has been found in the cut, was 
washed to that spot during the glacial 
period. The presence of the material in- 
creases the cost of the work consider- 
ably. — New York Journal.

themselves talked about and do the 
cause no good. In other words, the 
loss they do the more they will do. 
They will do a great deal by doing 
nothing at all.—Brooklyn Eagle

Kainit sprinkled upon 
manure tends to check fermentation and 
also to attract aud hold moisture. One 
precaution should be observed in the 
nse of fc.jinit. It should be kept from 
under the feet of animals, sin'ce injury 
may result to the feet of animals tread- 
ing on it. It is tnerefore best applied to 
fresn manure and covered with litter. 
Acid phosphate contains a considerable 
proportion of gypsunt, and to this ex- 
teut its action is like that of gypsum. 
The soluble phosphate in the acid phos- 
phate tends to unite with ammonia aud 
prevent its loss and also to check fer- 
mentation. A mixture of acid phosphate 
and gypsum is wrongly recommended 
by some, using them in about equal pro- 
portions.

With this 
is put some real meerschaum, powdered, 
and the whole must have the consisten- 
cy of a thick cream. It may be molded 
in any shape, setting solid at once. Ce- 
dar cigar boxes are imitated with Cheap- 
er woods, which are stained with an 
extract' of cedar shai ings. The alder

that there could be no question as to 
the legalit-v of the use of the old 
text boots," he moved that the Board 
would ratify the report of the com- 
mittee in i he adoption or recommend- 
ation of the old tett books. The mo- 
tion prevailed. 


The president asked if there were 


any other matters to be brought be- 
fore the Board- 


Mr. Karnaugh here sprung a sur- 


Dilse upon the greater number of the 
Board by presenting a communica- 
tion which stated that he resigned 
from the Beard of Education, his 
resignation taking effact atonce. The 
Board had not anticipated this and 
did not know how to treat the affair. 


The president said the board couid 


not legally consider it at the called 
meeting, and that the resignation 
wculd nave to be brought up at a 
regular meeting.

Alter the meeting, other members 


sought to induce him to withdraw 
the communication, but he was not 
moved from his position. He said he 
did not do so from any personal feel- 
ing toward any member ot the board. 
It was hi» purpose to allow those 
members who had so strongly exerted 
themselves to secure the condemna- 
tion o* the old west building to take 
the responsibility and use the same 
earnest t Sorts in providing a place 
for the accommodation of the chil- 
dren who attend that building. He 
felt that an unjust victoiy had been 
ibtained by those seeking a condem- 
lation of the building. Their ac- 
,lons were unfair. He could not, see 
why any member should spare time 
and money to go to Columbus to rep- 
resent to the state inspector Tihat the 
board feared the building and re- 
quested a re-examination of 
the 


building before school began, which 
was done, thus throwing the pupils 
out of a school building. 


The state inspector had pronounced 


the building safe, and this opinion 
was emphasized by an inspection 
made by several local architects. 
He 


thought this sufficient, and that the 
ast action was unfair. He favored 
a new school building, but thought 
the board should consider it as it 
would personal matters. 


He was opposed to issuing bonds for 


$60,000 that would pay 890,000 inter- 
est, thus making the building cost
